N my way to school April 
18, 1917, I found Harvey 
Hall on the bridge wait- 
ing to come on to school with 
nit . This was a custom of Har- 
vey's when he had something to 
talk over. So I knew when I saw 
h*m that morulas that I was to 
hear something, but little did I 
guess the import of his news. He 
had enlisted in the United States 
navy the day before, just eleven 
days after we had entered the 
World War. and this was to be 
his last day in North High until 
his country should need his ser- 
vice no longer. 



Harvey went about in school 
that morning, turning m his 
books and telling his friends 
good-by. That night he went to 
the Naval Training Station at 
Chicago for equipment and on 
April 24, he was ordered to the 
receiving ship at Boston. In 
the early summer he was as- 
signed to the mine sweeper U. 
S. S. Concord, and served there until his accidental death on the 
homeward voyage. November 10, 1919. 

Practically all his service was overseas. His friends received most 
interesting letters from him, for Harvey was both a keen observer, 
and a clever writer. After the armistice was signed, his boat lay 
at Brest, inside the breakwater and he had opportunity to ramble with 
his camera about the environs of that quaint harbor. 

Early in November a letter from him said that if all went well, he 
would eat Thanksgiving dinner In "good old U. S. A." November 10, 
while the U. S. S. Concord was bound from the Azores to Bermuda, 
Harvey who was quartermaster on watch was swept overboard when 
aft to take a log reading. At this time the vessel shipped a heavy sea 
and although a search was made for his body, it was fruitless. 

The crew of the Concord have sent Harvey's foster-mother a section 
of the homeward bound flag of this vessel with a gold star over the 
white in his memory. 

Harvey gave promise of being a worthy citizen. His manner was 
quiet and unobtrusive, but those who knew him best valued his friend- 
ship. Somewhere in the deep Atlantic Harvey's body lies, but his 
spirit goes marching on, the living spirit of a boy fearless in doing his 
assigned work. — Nellie L. Baldwin.

The New Teachers 

ALTHOUGH we always hate to lose old acquaintances, we derive 
much pleasure in forming new. North High certainly had the 
opportunity to meet and make the acquaintance of several this 
year, as there were nearly twelve new teachers found in classrooms 
on the opening day of school. The following are the new members 
of the faculty who were welcomed by North High students last Sep- 
tember, and the several who came to us after that time: 

Mr. Croan, of the Commercial Department, came to us following 
his discharge from the army, after seeing considerable servire over- 
seas. Previous to his enlistment, he was an instructor in the Western 
?viilitary Academy at Alton, Illinois. On May 10, 1917, Mr. Croan was 
a first lieutenant in the infantry, and on August 23, 1919, shortly after 
his discharge, he received word that he had been made a major in 
the Infantry Reserve Corps. 

Miss Hollem. welfare adviser and school nurse in North High, was 
formerly a teacher in Grand Kapids. Mich., where she had been lo- 
cated for seven years. In simpler terms, she is responsible for the 
health of North High students. Whenever a pupil suddenly becomes 
ill, it is Miss Hollem who is called, and it is her duty to see that he 
il given the proper attention. 

The state of Minnesota is well represented in North High by Mr. 
Hutchins, teacher of mathematics. Mr. Hutchins, also a veteran of 
the World War, served for eleven months overseas as a commissioned 
officer. From all appearances, Mr. Hutchins is a staunch supporter 
of the North Star State, as much emphasis was placed on the fact 
that he was born, raised, and educated in Minnesota. Mr. Hutchins 
is one of the "big" men of the faculty. 

With the enlarging of the course open for pupils interested in 
music, it required an instructor that could devote full time to that 
art alone. Mr. Pearce was the man who was chosen. During the 
war Mr. Pearce served with the Y. M. C. A., in Camp Sheridan, and 
later in Paris, France, where he was stationed for one year. Mr.

Miss Risser, a graduate of the institution in which she is now a 
teacher, is an instructor of Latin. Previous to her coming to North 
High, she was principal of Moravia and Lorimer, Iowa, High Schools, 
and taught in several grade and Junior High Schools here. She is a 
graduate of Des Moines College, and the possessor of an A. M. degree 
from the Iowa State University. 

The latest addition to the corps of North High teachers was Miss 
Ruff corn, who succeeded Mrs. Brownlie as teacher of Domestic Sci 
ence. Miss Ruffcorn was a member of the East High School faculty 
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two years ago. She was graduated from Drake University in Liberal 
Arts and Home Economics and took post-graduate work in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Mr. (Jill, of the Commercial Department, came to North High from 
Washburn High School, Washburn, DL He was educated in the Illi- 
nois State Normal School, Gem City Business College, Quincy, 111., the 
Gregg School of Chicago, and the Hamilton College of Law in Chicago, 
where he received his LL. B. degree. He is the faculty representative 
on the business staff of the Oracle. 

The Science Department has been the scene of many shifts and 
changes as far as teachers are concerned. Miss Bradley, who started 
the year, was followed by Mr. Borden, who in turn was followed by 
Mr. and Mrs. Allinson. Mr. Stebbings is (MM -hing the class at present. 
As a student in Spencer High School of Spencer, Iowa, Mr. Stebbings 
won the honorary scholarship, offered for science. That he is a man 
of wide and varied experience is shown by the fact that he has taught 
in large eastern colleges, served as electrician on a steamship between 
San Francisco and Hawaii, and acted as research and cost accounting 
man for several large eastern manufacturing companies. He possesses 
a B. S. degree from the Iowa State University, and a B. A. degree 
from the University of Utah. 

The feminine sex is also able to boast of a representative that 
worked with Uncle Sam during the recent war. Miss Swem, teacher 
of typewriting and shorthand, served for ten months in the army 
reconstruction work at Ft.

Faculty members and students also donated their time as 
clerks during the event. 

The receipts taken in from sales amounted to $5,065.00; the expenses 
were $2,000.00, leaving a balance of $3,065.00 as clear profit.
